Andrew Brown Dies 
From Heart Attack 


Grayling people were shocked 
Sunday morning when word was 
passed around that Andrew 
Brown had passed away during 
the night. He had been at his 
usual duties at the Carlson feéd 
warehouse Saturday and it 
seemed impossible that it could 
be true. Mr. Brown was taken 
with a sévere coughing spell at 
about 2:00 o’clock which brought 
on a heart attack, he passing 
away within a few minutes. 

Mr. Brown had been a resident 
of Grayling and Frederic since 
1898. He was born in Scriba, 
New York, Jan. 30, 1857. the son 
of John D. and Eliza Brown. The 
family, while he was yet a young 
man, moved to Columbiaville, 
Lapeer county. It was here that 
he was united in marriage to 
Rebecca Lambert. In 1898 Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown came to Fred- 
eric and in 1917 they moved to 
Grayling. Mr. Brown was a mill- 
wright by trade and worked in 


‘the mills at Frederic and on com- 


ing to Grayling entered the em- 
ploy of the Salling Hanson Com- 
pany, working for that firm 
until they ceased operations. For 
the past few years he has been 
taking care of the Carlson feed 
warehouse located “here. Being 
of~an ambitious nature he was 
never Satisfied to be idle. 

He was a member of Grayling 
Oddfellow Lodge and one of its 
most active members, making it 
a point to be at every meeting. 
He held the office of justice of 
the peace at the time of his 
death and had held other public 
offices of trust in Frederic while 
residing there. 

The funeral was held Tuesday 
afternoon with services at Mich- 
elson Memorial church. Rev. 
Arthur E. Gay, of Fremont, an 
old friend of the family officiat- 
ed. Pallbearers were Oddfellows 
and interment was in Elmwood 
cemetery. 

Surviving the deceased besides 
his widow are three sons and 
one daughter, John, Ann Arbor, 
Roy, Detroit, Mrs. D. L. Wurz- 
burg, Rockford and Carlyle at 
home. Also two grandchildren, 
one brother William Brown of 
California and two sisters, Mrs. 
Walter Savage of Grand Rapids 
and Mrs. Minnie Rankin of 
Johannesburg. All have the sym- 
pathy of many friends in their 
sorrow.

Ata iubeting ak: of representa- 
tives of the four county unit of 
the Children’s Fund of Michigan, 
consisting of Crawford, Kalkas- 
ka, Missaukee and. Roscommon, 
it was unanimously voted 
change the headquarters 
Grayling to Lake City. 

When the Children’s Fund of 
Michigan was. instituted by Sen- 
ator Couzens six years ago, this 
four-county unit was the first 
one to be established. Others 
followed rapidly thruout the 
| state. It was for the purpose of 
ministering to the ‘children of 
Michigan and to see to it that 
none had to suffer for the want 
of medical and surgical care be- 
cause of finances. 

It is a noble effort and one 
in which the state and counties 
have borne a portion of the 
costs. But for some time the 
management hasn’t been quite 
satisfied here because of in- 
adequate offices and lack of 
available better type tenement 
houses. These things have been 
promised them by the citizens of 
Lake City. 

The controlling board is made 
up of two supervisors from each 
of the four counties. When the 
matter of change of location 
from Grayling to Lake City 
came up for vote at the Satur- 
day meeting, no supervisor from 
Crawford caunty was present. 
Had this county been ably rep- 
resented as it should have been 
it might have been possible to 
influence the other members to 
vote to continue - the-headquar- 
ters here. 

The removal of this institution 
headquarters is a. distinct loss 
to Crawford county.

Dr. Sheets Talks 
On Mental Hygiene 


AT KIWANIS HOUR. IS SUP’T. 
STATE HOSPITAL. 


The members of the Kiwanis 
club were given a special treat 
by an address at its noonday 
luncheon Wednesday. Dr. Philip 
Sheets, ‘ superintendent of the 
State hospital at Traverse City 
on the subject of mental hygiene.

Wilhelm Raae, Teal estate and} 
lands, and A. J. Scott, manager 
of the local state liquor store. 
The new members were cordially 
welcomed by President Clippert 
and given an outline of the 
value of membership in the club 
and expressed the appreciation 
of the members upon their unit- 
ing with them. 

Of course all the meetings of 
the club are interesting and en- 
joyabie. Song leaaer Frank Saes 
kept the group busy with rous- 
ing songs, Mrs. Cuppert piaying 
the accompaniments. 

Ur. Sheets, in his address, gave 
a resume of the severai types 
of insanity. In ancient tumes per- 
sons attucted by mental trouvies 
were pbeueved to be bewitcned 
and were thrown into dungeons 
or chained to posts and some- 
times severely tortured. 

After many years the medical 
profession approached plans tor 
m the care of the mentally sick. As 
Y with tuberculosis, the tirst treat- 
ments were not so successful. 
By more intelligent treatment 
the ratio of recovery among 
patients is now about 50%. 
the present time there are about 
40,000 patients in state hospitals 
suffering from mental diseases. 
About 50,000 persons are requir- 
ed to care for them. It requires 
! as many beds for our insane as 
, it does for all other causes com- 
bined.

Week At Lansing 


(By FBANK D. BROWN, 
Special Correspondent) 


Speculation as to the ultimate 
failure of much of the adminis- 
trations legislative program is 
naw rife in capitol corridors and 
anterooms. Gov. Fitzgerald and 
Speaker George Schroeder (D) 
of the House have “locked 
Horns” which incident is regard- 
ed as likely to have a sharp 
bearing on the outcome of the 
séssion. 

The governor in a letter sent 
to the speaker has complained 
that many of the bills he is spon- 
soring are tied up in democratic- 
controlled House committees 
with no apparent reason for de- 
laying action on them. Speaker 
Schroeder has retorted that the 
governor’s program holds forth 
no economies in state govern- 
ment but is predicated wholly 
upon creating a huge political 
machine. 

In a statement to your corres- 
pondent, Mr. Schroeder compar- 
ed the policies of the chief ex- 
ecutive With those of Senator 
Huey Long in-Louisiana. “If we 
enacted his program as it has 
been presented to us the gov- 
ernor would become a _ virtual 
dictator with almost unlimited 
power over every phase of state 
government,” the speaker said. 

The more worthy of the bills 
effecting governmental reform 
will be reported out of commit- 
tees“but net until they have been 
amended in accordance with the 
views of the democratic House 
majority. In one or two cases 
substitute measures will be cf- 
fered. Among those proposals to 
which the democrats are particu- 
larly opposed are those setting 
up a finance director to dictate 
the spending polictes of the state 
and the one which would con- 
solidate the welfare machinery 
under one head. The latter pro- 
posal ia probably the most bitter- 
ly objected to. . The Washington 
relief authorities take unkindly 
to it and in event . such a re- 
organization takes place, indica- 


tions are ‘that the ‘federal. agency 


will divorce: itself entirely from 
any connection wtth the state in 
administering relief in” ‘Michigan, 

The date of final adjournment 
is stiil a.matter of little. consid- 
eration in either house. - Lieut.- 
Gov. Tom Read and his senators 


‘are inclined to stay on iantil’ they 


have had ample opportunity, to 

mull over to their satisfaction 
ali the bills before them, In, the 
House, nothing is Heard right at 
the moment. If they wanted’ to 
both houses could wind-up their 
deliberations within four or five 
days but things aren’t done that 
way. Some senators and rep- 
resentatives seem to thrive on 
the Lansing atmosphere; they 
prefer the limelight and night- 
life of the capitol to that of pros- 
aic back-home existence. The 
result is the taxpayers have to 
take it “on the chin.” 

Following out his original plan 
of taxation reform, Senator An- 
drew L. Moore (R), Pontiac, 
chairman of the upper -house 
taxation committee, has submit- 
ted two bills, one creating a state 
land office to dispose of proper- 
ty turned back to the state and 
the other, abolishing tax sales. 
The latter measure provides that 
ail Jands upon which the tax is 
not paid shall vest in the state, 
subject to the owner’s right to 
redeem at any time within six 
months from the date of sale. At 
the end of six months, the land 
would be appraised and for the 
period of six months the owner 
would have exclusive right to 
purchase at the appraised price. 
After the second six months had 
elapsed, the land would, be of- 
fered for sale to any person. 

Senator Moore claims for his 
bill the abolition of the sale of 
land to the tax buyer and the 
elimination of the tax title shark. 
Some differences have appeared 
relative to his bill setting up a 
state land office. The state con- 
servation department already 
has indicated its opposition on 
the grounds that that agency has 
handfed in a satisfactory manner 
the disposition of state cut-over 
land as well as commercial pro- 
perty in the past,
